The New York Evening Post is pos- 
itively shocked at the admission made 
by CharleaM. Schwab, before the In- 
dustrial Commission, that American 
manufacturers of iron and steel occas- 
ionally sell at lower prices to foreign- 
era than to consumers at home, and 
regards the admission ss a knockdown 
argument in favor of the repeal of 
Protective duties. 

Mr. Schwab, however, explained 
that snch foreign salea--at lower 
prices — were made only when there 
was an overproduction in this coun- 
try. for the purpose ol working off a 
surplus which was a menace to the 
market. He showed that the Ameri- 
can wotkingmen profited by such a 
transaction, since it enabled them to 
keep at work and receive continuous 
wages, whereas If there was no such 
outlet the mills would have to shut 
down in case ol over prod nction. 

Everybody who has studied Indns 
trial problem* knows that it ia the 1 
custom of roanutacturers in all coun- 
tries to onload surplus and redundant 
products u| os foreign markets, when 
they can do so, nnd sometimes they 
consider It better for the trade to un 
load them at a loss than to incur the 
expense of carrying the goods and the 
risk of deterioration. The United 
Slates has more than once been made 
the dumping ground lor foreign snr 
plus prodneta sold at figures below 
the cost of production. 

It should not be forgotton that the 
existing Tarifl la a Protection to 
American workingmen against such 
reduction sales of foreign products, j 
There would be more inch dumping 
than there ia if it were not for the 1 
Tarifl wall.

"The shrewd melon growers have a 
closely guarded secret for fattening 
their melons. When they see an ex- 
ceptionally symmetrical melon of 
good proportions they resort to a 
scheme of their own for increasing its 
corpulency.

Great Prehistoric City Found. 

A prehistoric city of immense pro- 
portions is said to have just been nn- 
cartbed on the Navajo Indian reser- 
vation. between Duiaigo, Co]., and 
Farmington, N. M., the particulars ol 
the find having been repo ted to the 
Santa Fe system. 

A palace was found containing, it 
is said, about one thousand separate 
apartments, some of them in an ex- 
cellent state ol preservation. Anoth- 
er stone castle contained one hundred 
separate apartments.
